Sir, —We beg to submit herewith the Annual Report of the Board of Grain 
Commissioners for Canada for the Year 1944, in compliance with Section Twenty- 
three of the Canada Grain Act, 1930. 

general conditions 

Crop conditions generally throughout Canada in 1944 were excellent, 
resulting in increased yields per acre in all grains. The estimates of acreage 
sown show an increase for wheat and reductions in oats, barley and flax. 

The estimated acreage sown to wheat showed a very marked increase from 
16,850,000 acres in 1943 to 23,284,200 acres in 1944. The estimated yield in 
1944 was 453,240,000 compared with 284,800,000 in 1943. 

The estimated acreage sown to oats in 1944 was 14,315,000 compared 
with 15,406,000 in 1943. The total estimated yield in 1944 was 521,954,000 
compared with 482,022,000 in 1943. 

The estimated acreage sown to barley in 1944 was 7,290,700 compared with 
8,396,800 in 1943. The total estimated yield in 1944 was 199,149,000 com¬ 
pared with 215,562,000 in 1943. 

Flaxseed acreage in 1944 was less than half the acreage in 1943—1,323,100 
acres compared with 2,947,800 acres, although as the average yield per acre 
was higher, there was not quite the same difference in total estimated yield— 
9,668,000 in 1944 compared with 17,911,000 in 1943. 

While the acreage sown to rapeseed in Manitoba and Saskatchewan increased 
from 3,222 acres yielding 2,843,900 pounds in 1943 to 10,800 acres yielding 
6,120,000 pounds in 1944, the acreage sown to sunflower seed decreased from 
29,000 acres yielding 18,600,000 pounds in 1943 to 17,300 acres yielding 8,500,000 
pounds in 1944. 

As at July 31st, 1944 the total carry-over in Canada of wheat, oats, barley 
and rye and flaxseed amounted to 498 millions as compared with 810 millions 
in 1943 but with the bounteous crops harvested in 1944, the storage situation 
would have remained a very serious problem had not the shipment from the 
Head of the Lakes attained the record total of 465 millions for the 1944 naviga¬ 
tion season. While substantial quantities of grain are still carried in farm 
storage, the main problem is one of lack of transportation and labour. As at 
29th of December, 1944 there was 97 million bushels available storage capacity 
at the Head of the Lakes. 
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CAR SUPPLY 

At the beginning of the present crop year commencing 1st of August, 1944 
the Canadian Wheat Board discontinued its control of car distributions to 
country points and since that date the distribution of cars has been governed 
by the provisions of the Canada Grain Act as set forth in the sections relating 
to the car order book. 

On the whole the distribution has functioned very satisfactorily, the railway 
companies co-operating to the fullest extent in providing additional cars at 
congested points. In Saskatchewan at a number of sidings where railway 
agents are not maintained by the railway company, on the direction of the 
Board the railway companies have appointed custodians of a car order book 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 76 of the Canada Grain Act. 

In August, 1944, some doubt having arisen as to the interpretation of 
certain sections of the Canada Grain Act dealing with the car order book, the 
Board referred the matter to the Department of Justice which ruled that the 
Canada Grain Act did not give the right to an applicant for a railway car in 
which to ship grain, to transfer his right to the car to the purchaser of the grain 
if it was sold to the latter before the car was supplied. In order to enable the 
grower to dispose of his grain more conveniently and to facilitate an equitable 
distribution of railway cars between country elevators at the same point, this 
right was established by Order in Council P.C. 7594 dated October 3rd, 1944 
under the provisions of the War Measures Act. 

The demand for cars out of turn during 1944 was much less than in 1943, 
only 1,084 cars being authorized by the Board as compared with 2,109 in 1943. 

STORED GRAIN PESTS INVESTIGATION 

The Board’s Entomologist, under the direction of the Dominion Division 
of Entomology, has continued to advise the grain trade regarding insect infesta¬ 
tions in stored grain and to assist in the control of such infestations. During 
the year the grain trade submitted 2,000 samples for examination. Direct 
assistance with control measures was afforded to the trade in many instances. 
The validity of applications for cars out of turn on account of infestation was 
checked by the Board’s Entomologist. The Board issued one circular pertaining 
to insect infestation of stored grain, and a bulletin, two circulars and a broad¬ 
cast, regarding control measures in farm-stored grain, were directed to farmers. 

The large movement of grain during the year has reduced the incidence 
of infestation, as compared to last year. Where severe infestations have 
developed, grain in store for three or four years in off-site storage buildings 
has usually been involved. In the Bay-port elevators recommended control 
measures have been applied increasingly and it has been demonstrated that 
where these measures are used, the elevators are essentially free of infestation. 

Practical tests have established the effectiveness of a fumigant that is i 
cheaper, easier to handle and safer than most grain fumigants. Practical and 
laboratory tests with a number of new insecticides have given promising results 
for the control of stored grain pests. *

SHIPMENT OF GRAIN TO THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA ] 

For a period of two months from February 7, 1944 to April 6, 1944, to ^ 
facilitate the shipment of Western Canadian Wheat to the United States of c 
America direct from country points south of Winnipeg, the Board, by an order ^ 
dated February 7, 1944, authorized the railway companies to ship, oraccept c 
for shipment, carloads of Western Canadian Wheat from such points to the 
United States of America via Emerson or Gretna, although such wheat had not 
been inspected and graded under the provisions of the Canada Grain Act, t 
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Shippers of the wheat were required to submit to the Chief Grain Inspector, 
Winnipeg, for grading, a representative sample taken at the time of loading. 

In the last report of the Board reference was made to provision having been 
made for the sampling and inspection of grain at Lethbridge and Coutts, Alberta. 
During the past year, from January to July, 4,339 carloads of grain shipped 
direct to the United States of America were sampled and inspected at Leth¬ 
bridge and Coutts, Alberta. 

CANADIAN GOVERNMENT ELEVATORS 

While the storage space in the Canadian Government Elevators operated 
by the Board was not in quite such demand as in the previous year, these elev¬ 
ators had a very satisfactory handling with a good turn-over of a large pro¬ 
portion of the stocks. At December 31, 1944 the total stocks in these elev¬ 
ators were 9f million bushels as compared with 13J million bushels a year ago. 
The Moose Jaw Elevator has operated 20 hours per day for most of the year, 
cleaning large quantities of flax stored for the Canadian Wheat Board. 
The difficulties associated with cleaning flax carrying heavy dockage were very 
well illustrated by the results of the handlings at Saskatoon Elevator where the 
cleaning of 565,858 bushels showed an appreciable shrinkage and loss to the 
elevator, offset to a certain extent by overages in screenings and other grains. 

Extensive repairs to the deck of the wharf and the supporting towers of 
the shipping gallery at the Prince Rupert Elevator were completed in November. 

AUDIT OF STOCKS-TERMINAL AND EASTERN ELEVATORS 

Owing to the unusually heavy receipts and shipments at the semi-public 
terminal elevators at the Head of the Lakes during 1944, it was only possible 
to audit the stocks in sixteen (16) of these elevators. No excess, as defined 
in Section 138 of the Canada Grain Act, was disclosed at these audits. It is 
anticipated that the stocks in the remaining ten (10) elevators will be audited 
before the opening of navigation in April, 1945. 

The stocks in store at the Canadian Government Public Terminal Elevators 
at Saskatoon, Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge and Prince Rupert were audited 
during the year 1944. Overages in excess of 5 of 1 per cent were disclosed in 
the Calgary Elevator and settlement therefor in the amount of $383.53 was 
made to the Board under the provisions of Section 138 of the Canada Grain 
Act. Owing to the large amount of flax in store for cleaning at the Moose Jaw 
Canadian Government Elevator, it was not practicable to audit the stocks in 
this elevator and the stocks were estimated in accordance with the provisions 
of Order in Council P.C. 5298 dated October 2, 1940. 

The stocks in store in the semi-public terminal elevator at Churchill, Mani¬ 
toba, operated by the National Harbours Board, were also estimated. 

Of the eight (8) semi-public terminal elevators in British Columbia it was 
only possible to audit the stocks in four of these elevators. Overages in excess 
of 1 of 1 per cent were disclosed in one elevator and settlement was made to the 
Board in the amount of $194.08 in accordance with the provisions of Section 
138 of the Canada Grain Act, 1930. Investigation of these overages disclosed 
that the licensee had committed a breach of the provisions of sub-section 2 
of Section 125 of the Canada Grain Act by binning grain of a certain grade with 
grain of a different grade, and the Board ordered the licensee to pay a penalty 
of Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00), which was duly paid. 

The stocks in the other four elevators were estimated in accordance with 
the provisions of Order in Council P.C. 5298 dated October 2, 1940. 
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Of the thirty-one (31) Eastern Elevators stocks were audited in eighteen 
(18) but no excess was disclosed. The stocks in five elevators were estimated 
in accordance with the provisions of Order in Council P.C. 5298 dated October 
2, 1940 but the audits of the stocks in the other eight elevators were deferred 
in accordance with the provisions of Order in Council P.C. 8892 dated November 
18, 1943. 

ELEVATOR CHARGES 

The usual public meetings to hear representations regarding the maximum 
tariffs of elevator charges to be fixed by the Board for the Crop Year com¬ 
mencing August 1, 1943 were held by the Board in Vancouver, Winnipeg and 
Toronto in June and July, 1944. The maximum charges fixed by the Board 
provided for the continuance of the maximum storage charge of one-fiftieth 
of one cent (l/50c.) per bushel per day in country elevators and terminal elev¬ 
ators at the Head of the Lakes, and for an increase in the maximum storage charge 
at terminal elevators west of Calgary from one-sixtieth of one cent (l/60c.) 
per bushel per day to one-fiftieth of one cent (1/50c.) per bushel per day. No 
change was made in the maximum elevation charges at the different elevators. 
After the beginning of the crop year, Manitoba Pool Elevators, Limited, Saskat¬ 
chewan Pool Elevators, Limited and the Alberta Wheat Pool gave notice, in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 83 of the Canada Grain Act, of a 
reduction in the elevation charges at their country elevators of two cents (2c.) 
per bushel on flax; one and one-half cents (lfc.) per bushel on wheat, barley 
and rye, and one cent (lc.) per bushel on oats. 

LAKE FREIGHT RATES 

The maximum rates fixed by the Board in June, 1941, under the provisions 
of the Inland Water Freight Rates Act, for the carriage of wheat from Fort 
William and Port Arthur to Bay Ports, Goderich, Sarnia, Port Colborne, King¬ 
ston, Prescott, Montreal and other St. Lawrence Ports, with increased rates in 
the month of December on account of increased insurance costs, remained in 
effect throughout the 1944 season of navigation. 

WAR RISK INSURANCE ON GRAIN 

The Board continued to collect the levy for War Risk Insurance assessed 
on grain received at, shipped from or processed at the different classes of elev¬ 
ators, as provided by Order in Council P.C. 10229 dated November 19, 1942, 
under the War Risk Insurance Act, 1942, until the scheme was discontinued 
under the provisions of Order in Council P.C. 9265 dated December 12, 1944 
and effective December 15, 1944. 

Collections as at December 31, 1944 amounted to $1,589,604.31. $27,338.94 
was refunded to licensees of terminal elevators on account of levy advanced on 
stocks on September 1, 1943, when the rates were reduced by twenty per cent 
(20%), making net collections of $1,562,265.37. 

As at December 31, 1944, the levy outstanding amounted to $8,318.42, 
and the outstanding advances of levy by licensees of terminal elevators amounted- 
to $66,606.82, which sum will be refunded to these licensees. 

In accordance with Paragraph 6 of Order in Council P.C. 10229 the Board 
approved for payment to licensees of Eastern and Terminal Elevators of interest 
on outstanding advances of levy to December 31, 1944 in the total sum of 
$7,586.54. 

ASSISTANT COMMISSIONERS 

While the number of complaints investigated by the Assistant Commis¬ 
sioners during 1944 was only fifty-nine (59) as compared with sixty-seven (67) 
in 1943, the services of these officials, with their personal contacts with pro- 
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ducers and licensees of the Board at country points throughout the grain¬ 
growing areas, continue to be a very vital factor in the administration of the 
Canada Grain Act. The return to the system of distribution of cars at country 
points under the car-order-book provisions of the Canada Grain Act necessitated 
the Assistant Commissioners visiting a large number of country points to adjust 
difficulties arising therefrom. 

COMMITTEES ON GRAIN STANDARDS 

Committees on Grain Standards for the Crop Year 1944-45 were consti¬ 
tuted by the Board in accordance with Section 25 of the Canada Grain Act, 
1930. 

The Western Committee was convened at Winnipeg on October 18, 1944 
and the Eastern Committee at Toronto on November 21, 1944 and at Montreal 
on November 22, 1944. 

WHEAT BONUS 

Outstanding wheat bonus certificates in the amount of 1119.30 were 
redeemed during the past year. Outstanding certificates still remain in the 
amount of Seven Thousand, Seven Hundred and Eighty-seven Dollars and 
Eight Cents ($7,787.08). 

THE PRAIRIE FARM ASSISTANCE ACT 

The Board has continued, under the Prairie Farm Assistance Act, 1939, 
to collect one percent (1%) of the net value of grain marketed in the three 
Western Provinces. During the crop year ended July 31, 1944 the sum of 
$4,714,706.78 was collected, making total collections, since the inception of 
this scheme on August 1, 1939 to July 31, 1944 of $13,907,731.26. 

EXPENDITURES AND REVENUES 

Total expenditure for the fiscal year 1943-44, exclusive of the Canadian 
Government Elevators, was $1,695,884.41, compared with $1,605,150.67 for 
the previous fiscal year. Revenue for the fiscal year 1943-44 was $1,496,564.63 
compared with $997,327.76 for the previous fiscal year, an increase of $499,- 
236.87. 

For the first nine months of the current fiscal year the total expenditure was 
$101,480.59 more than in the corresponding period in the previous fiscal year, 
and the revenue for the same period shows an increase of $400,500.60.

Dear Sir, — I have the honour to submit the following summary of Licensing 
and Bonding for the crop year 1943-44. 

During the season which commenced on August 1, 1943, and ended on July 
31, 1944, one hundred and thirty-four (134) firms and individuals applied for 
licences as required by the provisions of The Canada Grain Act. 
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Six thousand, three hundred and fifty-nine (6,359) applications for licences 
to operate were received and five thousand, seven hundred and fifty-two (5,752) 
licences were issued. Six hundred and one (601) licences were transferred and 
six (6) applications were withdrawn for various reasons.

In addition to the above applications for regular elevator licences, the 
Board also received nine hundred and thirteen (913) applications for authority 
to operate off-site buildings as “Special Annexes” under authority of Order-in- 
Council P.C. 4215. Three (3) of the applications were rejected and/or with¬ 
drawn and nine hundred and ten (910) authorities to operate were granted. 
One and forty-five (145) of these licences were subsequently transferred. No 
fee was required from the applicants but they were required to deposit with the 
Board surety bonds to cover their operations at these off-site buildings. 

At December 1, 1943, there were 5,779 buildings classed as Elevators under 
the provisions of The Canada Grain Act, 5,748 in the Western Division and 31 
in the Eastern Division; of these 5,663 were in operation under licence at that 
date. Details of these buildings and their storage capacities, together with 
several summarizing statements and other relative information, may be found 
in the publication entitled “List of Grain Elevators in the Western and Eastern 
Divisions”. 

The total licensed storage capacity as at July 31, 1944, was 602,215,632 
bushels; elevators proper and permanent annexes comprising 430,234,420 
bushels; temporary annexes 161,339,350 bushels and special annexes 10,641,862 
bushels.

Licence fees collected amounted to $31,051.00; of this amount $35.00 was 
refunded to applicants on account of applications for licences having been with- 
- drawn. 

2 Surety bonds amounting to $26,952,396.00 were executed by thirteen (13) 
of the approved surety companies and were deposited with the Board as security 
under Section 79 of The Canada Grain Act to cover the operations of the licen-

.e with a par value of $14,500.00 in lieu of furnishing the usual forms of surety 
bonds. $1,557,700.00 of this security was to cover the grain stored in “Special 
a Annexes”. 

n The only change in the permanent staff of this Branch was the assignment 
of a permanent stenographer to position No. GC1-15. It was necessary to 
j employ temporary clerical assistance for a longer period than customary, owing 
to the fact that the routine work of maintaining the records in connection with 
the collection of the One Percentum Levy under The Prairie Farm Assistance 
Act necessitates the full-time services of one of the permanent employees of this 
s, Branch, whose regular duties have been performed by temporary employees.

(i) THE PRAIRIE FARM ASSISTANCE ACT, 1939 


ONE PERCENTUM LEVY

(j) STATISTICS 

Production of the five principal grain crops of Canada in 1943, owing to 
unfavorable climatic conditions, was very poor. 

Wheat —283,660,000 bushels—was only slightly above the long-time average 
in yield per acre and with an acreage below the long-time average, total pro¬ 
duction was approximately 50 percent of the 1942 total. 

Oats —482,022,000 bushels—while slightly above the long-time average 
in yield per acre, showed a drastic reduction in total production compared with 
the record production of 651,954,000 bushels in 1942. 

Barley —215,562,000 bushels—with increased acreage, also showed a reduc¬ 
tion compared with 259,156,000 bushels in 1942. 
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Rye —7,143,000 bushels—and Flaxseed —17,911,000 bushels— were both 
below the long-time average in yield per acre, although flaxseed, with a greatly 
increased acreage, gave the highest total production on record in Canada. 

Despite the reduced volume of the 1943 crops, storage continued to be a 
serious problem owing to the very large carry-over in Canada as at July 31, 
1943 which reached a record total of over 810 million bushels for the five prin¬ 
cipal grains. 

The demand for feed grains for livestock, both in Eastern Canada and the 
United States, continued in 1944 although as good crops in the United States 
became available, the demand from that source declined and direct shipments 
from country points in Western Canada were no longer necessary. 

LAKE TRANSPORTATION AND FREIGHT RATES 

Navigation on the Great Lakes opened earlier than usual in 1944, the first 
shipment being made on April 8 and on April 17 the total amount of grain 
shipped was 6,596,903 bushels, which was the highest daily shipments on record. 
The season closed on December 12 with total lake shipments of 455,964,182 
bushels, which total is 70 million bushels higher than the previous largest total 
of 385,061,444 bushels in 1928. 

Freight rates on shipments to Canadian ports remained at the levels set 
by the Board in 1941. Rates on shipments to U.S.A. ports were steady at 
6 c. per bushel on wheat, in U.S. funds to Lake Erie and Michigan ports and 4c. 
to Duluth and Superior. 

INLAND WATER FREIGHT RATES ACT 

In accordance with the requirements of this Act, copies of charter confirma¬ 
tions for all lake shipments of grain loaded at Fort William-Port Arthur have 
been filed by the shippers. Statements of weighted averages of rates charged 
for each kind of grain carried to each group of ports monthly and for the season 
were prepared for the information of the Minister, the Board and others vitally 
concerned. 

INSURANCE 

The scrutinizing of insurance policies and checking the amount of coverage 
has been gDen close attention during the year to ensure that licensees of public 
and semi-public elevators in the Western Division comply with the provisions 
of Section 102 of the Canada Grain Act, and that licensees of Eastern elevators 
comply with the provisions of Order in Council P.C. 2393 dated April 7, 1941. 

AUDIT OF STOCKS 

All the necessary statements of the results of audits of stocks of grain 
in store in terminal and Eastern elevators, carried out during 1944 by the Board’s 
Inspection and Weighing Branches, in accordance with the provisions of Sec¬ 
tions 138 and 138 (a) of the Canada Grain Act, have been prepared and sub¬ 
mitted to the Board.

REPORT OF CHIEF GRAIN WEIGHMASTER 

The Secretary, 

Board of Grain Commissioners, 

Winnipeg, Manitoba. 

Dear Sir, —I have the honour to submit the following report of the Grain 
Weighing Branch of the Board for the crop year 1943-1944. 

As in past years this Branch supplied weighing services at all Public 
Terminal, Semi-Public Terminal and Private Terminal Elevators licensed by 
the Board in the Western Division for the purpose of weighing all grain received 
into and shipped out of these elevators as required by the Act. Weighing 
services have been supplied also to a number of elevators operating under Mill 
Elevator license whenever required. Weighing services were also supplied on 
a fees.basis at some Lake Ports in the Eastern Division. 

The gross receipts and shipments of Fort William and Port Arthur Elev¬ 
ators were exceeding!y heavy during the crop year. Receipts were 431,531,538 
bushels and shipments 451,174,388 bushels of wheat, oats, barley, rye and 
flaxseed, an increase of 173,437,693 bushels in receipts and 143,352,485 bushels 
in shipments over last year. 

Scales in the Elevators at Port Arthur and Fort William, the Canadian 
Government Interior Elevators, the National Harbours Board Elevator, Port 
Churchill, and in those elevators that deliver grain to deep sea vessels at the 
Pacific Coast were inspected in accordance with the Weights and Measures 
Act and Regulations, and for which certificates of verification were issued. 

The semi-annual inspection of the aforementioned scales was also made 
to insure the continued accuracy of same. Scales in the above elevators have 
been kept in good condition by an efficient scale mechanic. The annual inspec¬ 
tion of scales in elevators licensed as Eastern Elevators was carried out by Mr. 
Marples in accordance with the Weights and Measures Act and Regulations. 

The number of complaints received on the outturn of cars unloaded at 
Terminal Elevators during the crop year were very few. All complaints received 
were thoroughly investigated and adjustments made, or recommended, where 
it was proven mishaps in handling had taken place. Records show that there 
were over 349,000 cars handled in the Western Division. 

i, Reported outturns of some cargoes loaded at the Head of the Lakes on 
_which complaints were received were thoroughly investigated and in some cases 
satisfactory settlements were effected, but in other cases investigation proved 
that there were no claims against loading elevators. There were 1,974 cargoes 
loaded during the crop year. 

= There were a few complaints during the year on shipments from Atlantic 
ta lSeaboard. These were thoroughly investigated and reports prepared and sub- 
—mitted to the Board. 

1, As required under the Act the stocks of all grain in store in Public Terminal 

t and Semi-Public Terminal Elevators and the top four grades of wheat in Private 

Terminal Elevators licensed by the Board in the Western Division were weighed 
over at the end of the crop year wherever possible, and in other cases estimated 

2 , as required by Order in Council P.C. 5298. Statements of the correct quantities 
__of the various grades weighed over were prepared and forwarded to the Board 
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to permit of the adjustment of outstanding warehouse receipts in Public aii 
Semi-Public Terminal Elevators and the establishment of overages in Terrain; 
Elevators in accordance with the Provision of Section 138 of the Canada Grai 
Act. In the Eastern Division elevators licensed as Eastern Elevators wa= 
weighed over as required under Section 138A of the Act wherever possibl 
Owing to very heavy stocks, and to not unduly slow up receipts and shipment, 
it was necessary to estimate the grain in store in a number of these elevator

Sirs, —I have the honour to submit the following summary report on 
Grain Research Laboratory for the year 1944. 


The collection and study of samples of the new crops, in order to pro 1 
information for the Western Committee on Grain Standards, presented 
difficulties in 1944. The quality characteristics of hard red spring wh 
durum wheat, barley and flax, were not much different from those of the pi 
ding crops, though the protein levels were somewhat lower. It is now tl 
years since Canada produced a wheat crop of high baking strength. But s 
crops are obtained only at the expense of yield and bushel weight, and a 1: 
crop was needed this year. Crop bulletins dealing with the quality and pro 
content of hard red spring wheat, durum wheat, barley, and flax, and a colot 
protein map for spring wheat, were prepared for the 1944 crops. . These wi 
have been issued rather earlier than usual had it not been for difficulties 
obtaining the customary prompt service for Hollerith tabulations and printii 
In this connection it should be mentioned that the pre-harvest survey of pro 1 
content started last year was not effective this year, and it is apparent t 
further work is required to develop a satisfactory technique for obtaii 
earlier information on the protein content of each new crop. 

Special studies undertaken at the request of the Chief Inspector inclui 
an extensive examination of “germ damaged” wheats, which had caused ci 
plaints in carlot shipments made to the United States. Professor J. R. Cai 
of the University of Manitoba co-operated by making feeding trials with pouf 
No evidence was obtained to support the claim that such wheat was injuri Wi 
as a feed and should be classed a “sick wheat.” A few other minor invest? 3 
tions, including boiling tests for peas, were also referred to the laboratory. Jy 
in previous years, assistance was given in the preparation of tentative stantH 
samples and tentative export standard samples of bread and durum wheats, 
supervision of moisture tests in all offices of the Inspection Branch was continr^ 

Studies of new varieties of bread wheat were continued in co-operatwi 
with the Associate Committee on Grain Research and the Northwest CSe 
Improvement Association. In order to re-establish contacts, and as a slei 
towards the more comprehensive tests made in normal times, the former cC< 
mittee has undertaken a collaborative test of four new wheat varieties and I 
standard varieties with 25 Canadian, British, and United States cereal chemL r 
As in recent years, the laboratory has continued to provide the only ser^ ( 
available in Canada for testing new varieties of durum wheat and malting bar^ 
A special semi-commercial scale test of Carleton, a very promising new varij Q 
of durum wheat, was made and the results were published in Scientific Ai 
culture. 


During the year the laboratory forwarded to the Board 39 reports, 11 
which were published. The published reports included the Annual Reporl 
the Laboratory, four crop bulletins dealing with the quality and protein conf 
of the hard red spring wheat, durum wheat, barley and flax, and six press relea 
giving preliminary information on the quality of these crops. In addition, n 
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scientific papers have been published or are in press in original source journals. 
Four review papers were also prepared by request. Authors and titles of these
